DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jon Stewart was spotted last Thursday 
afternoon traveling from East Hampton to Sag 
Harbor. Itzhak Perlman was seen struggling 
with an oboe (in a case) getting off at the last 
stop at North Haven’s South Ferry stop to 
exit the system and get on the boat to Shelter 
Island. Perlman has a music institute he runs on 
the Island. 


NEW STOP 

The construction for the new subway stop at 
Gurney’s Montauk is proceeding at a staggering 
pace. The construction company expects to 
have it open by the Fourth of July, just four 
weeks from when the final approvals were 
granted and ground was broken, in spite of 
the fact that the stop, on the brow of the hill 
overlooking the ocean, requires an enormous 
high speed escalator to take riders up and down 
the very long distance to the platform. (The 
subway does rise up six feet to get closer to 
the earth’s surface, but that is all that could be 
“engineered.” If the stop does open for July 4, 
the Instant Subway Stop Construction Company 
(SSC) will claim a bonus of $1.5 million.) “We 
can drill down and put in a subway stop within 
two weeks barring weather delays,” Horace 
Castleman, the President and Construction 
Chief of the company, told The New York Times. 
“All we need is the go-ahead, the set of plans 
and the cash.” 


RECORD RIDERSHIP 

The number of riders using the system last week 
was the highest in the Hampton Subway’s history. 
Many say that with the recession coming to an 
end and with the long winter over, everyone is 
eager to come to the Fabulous Hamptons and 
get underground. Demand did slow the service, 
but we are putting up new signage at all token 
booths with answers to most questions to try to 
speed things up. It reads: 

NOTICE 

1. Celebrities do ride the subways. Do not feed 
or otherwise annoy them. 

2. There is no subway stop heading west past 
Westhampton to New York City. You have to get 
off at Westhampton and turn back the other way. 

3. The Subway Restaurant Stalls on the subway 
platforms. are not affiliated with Hampton 
Subway. It’s just a name coincidence. 

4. Hampton Subway is not part of the 
Metropolitan Transit System. Direct complaints 
about New York Subway to the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority. 

5. Yes, this is the Hamptons. There are many 
stops. You have to decide which one. 

6. MetroCards from the MTA do not work on 


Hampton Subway turnstiles. You need to use 
a Hampton Subway card. You will be fined $50 
if you swipe an MTA Metrocard unsuccessfully 
more than five times in a row.

The beach spur from Newtown Lane and Main 
Street in East Hampton to the beach will be 


closed next Wednesday from 5 p.m. to 6 a.m. for 
mold removal.

SAG HARBOR GRIDLOCK CRISIS 

Those who have been calling for extraordinary 
efforts to introduce traffic calming measures 
to Sag Harbor got ample confirmation of the 
urgency of the village’s situation over Memorial 
Day weekend. According to officials, a traffic 
snarl that began in a village parking lot on 
midday Friday got “out of control,” and traffic 
officers were unable to clear things up until late 
Sunday afternoon. It seems that the problem 
began when two motorists tried to grab the last 
parking spot in the lot at the same time, and 
neither was willing to back down. Numerous 
unsuspecting motorists then pulled into the 
parking lot behind the two vehicles and were 
effectively hemmed in. The situation then 
apparently snowballed until all village streets 
were gridlocked, and was made worse late 
Friday when cars trapped in the jam began 
running out of gas. Starting late Saturday, 
officials became concerned that the roads 
would not be cleared in time for the Memorial 
Day parade on Monday, and so a massive crane 
from a local construction site was brought in to 
lift stalled cars off the clogged streets and drop 
them into the water off Long Wharf.

Dylan Fisk, a 21-year-old college student 
visiting the Hamptons from Brooklyn, claims 
he fell victim to a trap set by Shelter Island’s 
irascible hipster hater Old Man McGumbus 
over Memorial Day weekend. McGumbus, 
the 104-year-old WWII veteran, had issued a 
warning for all “hipster-type people” to avoid 
Shelter Island over the holiday weekend or 
“suffer the consequences,” but had then 
inexplicably proceeded to distribute handbills 
for a fictitious event seemingly calculated to 
draw large numbers of hipsters to Shelter 
Island. The handbills claimed that the hipster- 
fave band Edward Sharpe and the Magnetic 
Zeros would be giving a free concert on Shelter 
Island, and that there would be free cans of 
PBR beer for every man with a five-inch beard.

Getting Famous 


New Company Will Help You Buy the Most Expensive Home in America

have decided to leave Dan’s Papers and open 

a new business in the Hamptons. I think there 
are big bucks to be made. The new business will 
be called Record House Sale LLC. 

The business of RHS will be to make famous 
some moderately rich person who wants to set 
a record for having bought the most expensive 
house in the country. The most expensive 
residential property purchase in the country 
was once the Ron Baron purchase of the de 
Menil estate on Further Lane in East Hampton in 
2007. It cost Baron, after a spirited bidding war 
with a competitor, $103 million. That record 
was broken in 2012, when a house in Silicon 
Valley sold for about $117.5 million. Then a 
house on Greenwich, CT, went for $120 million 
this past April. Now the record is back in 
the Hamptons. A hedge fund operator named 
Barry Rosenstein reportedly bought the old 
Christopher H. Browne house, also on Further 
Lane in East Hampton, for $147 million. Barry 
Rosenstein is now famous. 

Here is how RHS works. You come to us. Say 
you are just a mid-level shmoe with $100 million 
in net worth. You can afford a $20 million house, 


which is what most respectable houses in the 
Hamptons cost these days, but you certainly 
can’t afford to crack the record of $147 million. 

You hire RHS. RHS has a stable filled with 
middlin’ sized houses worth $20 million, and 
that is what you will be winding up with. But 
RHS announces that what you will be paying 
is $155 million. Of course, the amount is soon 
to be publicly known in the real estate transfer 
tax stamp prices when the sale goes through, 
so here’s what we do to make that come in at 
$155 mil. 

My staff will get the two of you 
together, buyer and seller, and we will draft 
up a sale for $155 million. You'll pay the $155 
million. But out in the backyard, the seller will 
give back to you $135 million. Voila. The seller 
is clapped on the back for having made such 
an outrageous sale. And you come off as having 
the big bucks that will enable you to be the big 
elephant in the room for the rest of your life. 
Just say about the house “I just had to have it, 
whatever the price.” 

Of course, this service is not cheap, and the 
reason is that in every town in the Hamptons 
there is in effect a 2% real estate transfer tax 
to be dealt with. On $155 million, this amount, 


which you will have to pay at the “closing,” 
will be $3.1 million. But you can do that. Also, 
there is our fee, which, for being the brilliant 
firm that we are, for having thought this up, will 
also be 2%. So that’s another $3.1 million. And 
then there are the closing costs, which, since 
everybody is working by the hour at closings, 
are quite modest; even though they think $500 
an hour is pretty fancy money. So you'll be 
paying $20 million plus $6.3 million for the 
service. And that’s it. 

If you wanted to be this famous, anyway, it 
would cost you that much in public relations 
fees to get that much press. What do you think 
it costs the Kardashians? Plus, consider that, as 
a bonus, besides being the big elephant in the 
room, you get the house, which, I suspect, is a 
pretty nice house down at the ocean, anyway. 
But of course you could make it a teardown. 
Just smash that house down and build a bigger 
one on the site, more suitable for someone who 
just paid $150 mil for this property. 

After this, I see the future of RHS as just going 
up and up and up. We'll find someone at $160 
million, then $170 million and, if challenged by, 
say, Silicon Valley, $200 million.

Guilty, Maybe, But... 


When They're Playing Poker in the Kitchen, Don’t Be in the Living Room

wo Hamptons people lost important 

court cases last week and will suffer the 
consequences. One will go to jail. The other 
may have to pay more than a million dollars. 

The two cases appear to have something 
in common,. however. And what is _ in 
common should be a lesson to us all. My 
Uncle Ed told me this long ago. If they’re 
playing poker in the kitchen, don’t be in the 
living room. 

The first case is a criminal case involving the 
Panoramic, a grand resort of 117 units on the 
ocean in Montauk. The French family owned it 
for more than a half-century, but in 2006 sold it 
to an investment company run by two men who 
happen to be brothers-in-law. 

In 2010, my wife and | got a tour of the place 
under reconstruction from one of these men, 
Adam Manson, age 42. The dirt was flying. 
But it was out of season and the place was 
not open. 

Manson was passionate about the project. 
They were re-modeling the half-dozen residence 


buildings on the hillside going down to the 
beach, one by one. They’d be able to stay open 
while doing this. After spending as much as 
$30 million on the _ initial purchase, 
when they were done, the resort would 
be stunning. : 

Because this resort was built before zoning, 
however, they’d have to keep the footprint 
and silhouettes of all the buildings the same 
or modified only slightly from where they were 
before, with the Town Building Department 
watching every step of the way. The buildings 
were grandfathered in. So they would have to 
do that. 

“For example,” Manson told me, “we needed 
roofs to be brought up to state code. They 
need to have a 40-degree pitch. Some of these 
have 30-degree pitches. We couldn’t raise the 
peaks, so we lowered the sides. But we also got 
permission to build a series of small dormers 
with narrow windows in them at 30 degrees 
where the roof had been before. It creates a 
small high window that brings in more light, and 
it was approved by the Architectural Review 
Board.” 


While Manson was toiling away in 
Montauk, his brother-in-law and 
partner Brian Callahan was running 
a Ponzi scheme... 


There would no longer be more than 100 
units. Units would be combined and there 
would be 68. They would sell, co-op fashion, 
for more than $1.5 million each. We got 
to see some of these units, and they were 
indeed beautiful. 

Manson seemed fully engaged in this project. 
His partner, Brian Callahan, held down the 
home office in Great Neck. Their firm name was 


Distinctive Ventures. 


Now, I can’t be sure of everything behind 
what I’m about to tell you, because Manson pled 
guilty to a crime last week and the evidence will 
never be released because this is a plea deal, 
but what seems to have happened is this: 

While Manson was toiling away in Montauk, 
his. brother-in-law and (Cont'd on next page)

partner Brian Callahan was running a Ponzi 
scheme out of another office, which in the 
end totaled more than $100 million. He was 
convincing wealthy people to let him manage 
money in his investment fund (there were 
actually four funds), and instead of making 
investments and paying the interest and 
dividends to the investors, he simply paid off 
the early investors with the money given him 
by new investors. At one point, the Montauk 
Fire Department invested with the company. 
Although, after they felt uneasy about it for 
some reason, the company returned what they 
had invested.

who we met, initially pled not guilty to his 
charges, claiming he did not know anything 
about the Ponzi scheme. Prosecutors said, 
however, that he lied to an auditor and 
helped create false documents. And so for 
his transgressions, Manson finally pled guilty 
to “conspiracy to commit securities fraud.” 
He will be sentenced to up to five years in 
prison. 
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The Panoramic, now called the Panoramic 
View Resort & Residences, continues under 
renovation and is meanwhile open for business 
and looking mighty good if you ask me, as 
we saw it over the weekend from the street. 
Manson, in his plea deal, will forfeit all unsold 
units at the property, which are valued at 
$60 million, plus an additional $3.9 million in 
criminal proceeds. Manson and Callahan may 
also have to repay approximately $96 million 
in restitution to those who lost money in the 
scheme. 

The second case was a civil matter involving 
the longtime East Hampton Town Justice 
Catherine Cahill. In 2005, while she was 
adjudicating cases on the bench here, her 
husband, attorney Marvin Hyman, was doing 
a deal buying and selling land in the Buckskill 
section of East Hampton, hoping to make a 
profit. It was a matter of several million dollars. 
In 2003 Hyman had gone into partnership with 
Nelson Gerard involving this land, and then 
got a buyer to pay $1.9 million for part of 
the parcel—a deal that Gerard said was done 
without his knowledge. . 

As this was happening, Hyman learned he 
was terminally ill. As it happened, according 
to the case, he figured a way to take nearly all 
of the $1.9 million and transfer the funds to a 
joint account he had with Cahill. According to 
court documents, Hymen felt he was entitled 
to do this in the agreement with Gerard 
because what was being sold was for the 
preservation of part of the parcel, and that was 
not in his agreement with Gerard. He died on 
December 15, 2005. 

Gerard sued, and, last week, after all these 
years, a judge ordered Cahill, who is no longer 
a judge, to pay back $1,045,400 to Gerard, plus 
interest, which could bring the total to be paid 
to about $2.25 million. 

It was not exactly that all this was hanging 
over Justice Cahill during her term in office, 
which was from 1993 to 2013. The public knew 
something about it but it did seem to bea case 
of he said, she said. 

Now the court has ruled. Mr. Hyman 
“deliberately and stealthily carried out his plan 
to spirit away the process of the sale out from 
under the nose of his partner,” the decision 
reads.

An attorney for Mr. Gerard spoke to the court 
about spousal privilege and said basically that 
in business matters such as this, a wife or 
husband can’t hide behind that if it was some 
business matter that could be openly discussed 
with anybody. 

The judge said, “the court finds Cahill’s 
testimony as a whole to be not credible... 
Cahill’s professed ignorance on matters fully 
within the comprehension of any lawyer or 
judge is not credible.” 

Cahill will be appealing..

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Play Ball! Hamptons Collegiate Baseball Is Back

ust under 100 miles away from Montauk, 


the Boston Red Sox are knee-deep in their 


season at Fenway Park, fighting to defend their 
2013 World Series title, playing under the glitz 
of the big league lights and the blank stare of the 
menacing Green Monster, the 37’ 2” high wall in 
left field. Take a four-hour jaunt southwest and 
you'll encounter the Montauk Monster, a fence 
in left center field, just beyond the baseball 
diamond at the Montauk School. Under its 
careful watch, the Montauk Mustangs will make 
their inaugural entrance into the Hamptons 
Collegiate Baseball League (HCBL) on Sunday 
June 1, when they play the Westhampton 
Aviators on Opening Day. 

The stakes will be a bit lower in Montauk than 
Boston—taunts and jeers and high ticket prices 
completely absent. The Montauk Monster will 
be smaller, but its symbolism will be no less 
significant. At the center of both Monsters’ 
existence is celebrating baseball as America’s 
favorite pastime. Hamptons’ Collegiate 
Baseball’s mission is to provide free, family- 
friendly entertainment and youth baseball 
clinics to everyone on the East End. 

“Our core is to [allow] families to come down 
and enjoy a day at the game and not have it 
impact the wallet,” says Brett Mauser, President 
of HCBL. “[We’re] moving onward and upward,” 
he continues, referring to the expansion into 
Montauk and the success the league, which was 
officially sanctioned by Major League Baseball 
prior to the 2013 season, has found. “It means 
a lot that we’ve gained a lot of traction on the 
East End,” he says. 

The Montauk Mustangs will become the 
seventh team in the league when they make their 
debut. As announced earlier in the offseason, 
the Center Moriches Battlecats, who played in 
the league the past two seasons, will no longer 
be participating. 

“We’re excited to have Montauk on board,” 
says Mauser. “[The hamlet] embodies the 
summer atmosphere.” The team name is a 
salute to the hamlet’s grammar school teams, 
as the Mustangs will be using the Montauk 
School’s fields. The Mustangs join the North 
Fork Ospreys, Riverhead Tomcats, Sag Harbor 
Whalers, Shelter Island Bucks, Southampton 
Breakers and Westhampton Aviators, as they 
compete for the HCBL title. Also on tap is the 
All-Star Game, which is slated for July 12 at the 
Ospreys’ home in Peconic, Cochran Park. 

HCBL has gone through a number of changes 
in anticipation of the 2014 season. The 
Riverhead Tomcats, who have played the past 
five seasons at the Riverhead High School, will 
be moving to Veterans Memorial Park at the 
Enterprise Park at Calverton (EPCAL) complex. 
And the Sag Harbor Whalers, who hosted a 
weeklong baseball clinic last summer, will now 
host two clinics due to increased demand (June 
30-July 3 and July 14—July 18). 

Over the winter, HCBL officially became a 
member of the National Alliance of Collegiate 
Summer Baseball (NACSB), joining 10 other 
nonprofit leagues nationwide. “We’re happy 
to be alongside some of the strongest summer 
leagues across the country,” says Mauser. 
Pooling top talent from collegiate baseball 
players throughout the country, Hamptons 


expanded into its own division with 
seven teams, before becoming its own 
league last year. 

As in years past, HCBL will partner 
with The Miracle League of Long Island, 
which provides opportunities for people 
with disabilities to experience baseball. 
“{[HCBL players have] come back and 
really taken something out of that 
experience,” says Mauser. “They get to

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Another Look at Southampton’s “Blue Book”

he Southampton Historical Museum’s new 

exhibit, “Southampton Blue Book, 1930 to 
1960: Photographs by Bert Morgan,” based 
on the new book of the same title, provides a 
glimpse into a world that has all but vanished. 
A mid-20th-century world where Hamptons 
society was carefully, and officially, divided 
into those who belonged and those who didn’t. 
It was a time when the wealthy selected friends 
and party guests from a pre-approved list. An 
era when different strata of society never mixed 
freely, and you always knew which stratum 
your family was in. 

How did you know? You consulted The 
Southampton Blue Book, that quite public 
document of the private exclusion that ruled 
behind the hedgerows. If you weren’t in the 
book, you weren’t going to get to go behind 
those hedgerows. If you weren’t in the book, 
you weren't going to jump horses or foxhunt 
at the Southampton Riding and Hunt Club. If 
you weren’t in The Blue Book, you would never 
be a member of the Southampton Bathing 
Corporation. 

For whatever reason, though, the chosen 
families didn’t mind photographer Bert Morgan 
(1904-1986) infiltrating their private world. In 
fact, they invited him to their private clubs 
and parties and would pay him for prints of 
photographs they especially liked. They also 
allowed him to provide photos to glossies such 
as Vogue and Town and Country. 


But make no mistake— 
Morgan was not a paparazzo. 
That’s a term that didn’t 
even exist at the time. 

“Bert was impeccable,” 
says exhibit curator Mary 
Cummings. “He had moved 
from England as _ a_ boy, 
and he had the accent 
and carried himself like a 
gentleman.” 

Morgan also knew how 
to dress his part, a key 
requirement—as Cummings 
points out. “They trusted 
him. He was quite dapper. 

And, he never released an_ unflattering 
photograph.” 

The result: a treasure trove of images, which 
the current exhibit draws from, showing 
Southampton’s “Blue Book” society at play. Like 
the man behind the camera, these people knew 
to dress their parts. There’s Angie and Tony 
Duke in their playboy days, looking tanned and 
casual outside the Bathing Corporation. There’s 
fashion columnist and editor Diana Vreeland 
looking relaxed but very well put together— 
notice that her earrings match her shorts. 

And then there’s the young Jacqueline Bouvier 
(later to become Jackie Kennedy, of course) 
at the Southampton Riding and Hunt Club, 
in perfectly fitted riding dress. In one shot, 
she appears to be about 5 years old, but she 
already projects an air of.calm indifference as

; she gazes confidently at the 
/ camera, leading her pony on 
a beautiful late-summer day. 
In the other, she is older, 
now taking a muscular horse 
over a jump. Both images, 
like the rest in the exhibit, 
are stunning in their clarity 
and skillful composition. 
“Bert was an_ expert 
photographer,” observes 
2Cummings, who notes that 
at the time Morgan used 
8large-format cameras that 
required sheet film, which 
had to be reloaded prior to 
every shot he took. “Bert would carry a supply 
of the film in his pocket, and when he ran out, he 
would pack up and go home,” says Cummings. 
It’s this large-format film that has resulted in the 
exhibit’s beautiful high-resolution prints. The 
clarity makes Morgan’s subjects, so removed 
from our time, come back to life. 
I found myself particularly drawn to a 
1930s shot of New York Governor Al Smith 
standing on the beach with New York Senator

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Samantha French

This week’s cover captures 
something vivid in our 
memories buthardtocapture 
in paint—the intensity 
of the light as seen from 
below the swimming pool’s 
surface and the refreshing 
feeling of having just dove 
‘in on a hot summer’s day. 
Artist Samantha French lets 
us in on what’s behind this 
painting—her background, inspirations and 
upcoming projects. 


How did you get your start in art? 

I studied at the Minneapolis College of Art 
and Design and found painting to be the most 
challenging but essentially the most rewarding. 
I grew up in a small town and, although | 
had loved to draw and create things, I never 
really thought of it as a career. It didn’t seem 
like there were many opportunities outside of 
. teaching or advertising. Being a full-time fine 
artist wasn’t even on my radar. But once I saw 
that it could be done, I worked really hard to 
make it my reality. 


What’s your creative process like? 

I like to spend at least a couple days doing 
photo shoots, and do them periodically through 
out the year. The light plays a big factor in 
photo quality, and there is a lot of repetition 
trying to get shots of moving subjects. I’ve 
spent a lot of time in freezing pools, trying to 
get the right shots. 

I take thousands of photos each time. Once | 
get back to the studio, I cull through everything, 
slowly paring images down....Eventually I get 
to the point where I’m manipulating the photos 
and taking aspects from two or three to create 
the image that will eventually be the painting.... 
The actual painting process is always different. 
Every piece feels different making it. I'll go into 
something thinking I know what I want out of it, 
but I'm always reacting to what is going on on 
the canvas. 


When did you begin your underwater 
scenes, and what inspired them? 
__ [ve always loved painting the figure, and the 
_ first water-inspired piece was a painting from 
an old photograph of my mother and aunt at 
the lake when | was a baby....My paintings 
obviously frequently represent summer, which 
is usually an escape or getaway for people, or 
mine, at least. A lot of my work for me is trying 
to shut everything else out, using them to 
recreate these memories I have of the quiet and 
tranquil, weightless feelings of being suspended 
in water or drifting in and out of sleep, sun- 
drenched and poolside. I grew up in Northern 
Minnesota, surrounded by lakes. We spent nine 
months of the year dealing with the winter, so 
when the lakes finally thawed and warmed it 
felt like you had been waiting a lifetime to dive 
in. I lived in those days, and still do, looking 
back, remembering being that free. 


As an artist who does both paintings and 
prints, do you find that the difference in 
medium changes the overall feel to the work? 


Have the prints opened up new doors? 

My original work is in a price bracket that 
isn’t always affordable for a lot of people. 
Making it accessible via prints is important to 
me for a variety of reasons, and I like building 
these relationships. So many of my patrons/ 
collectors have reached out to me, and when 
I hear why they bought a certain piece, it can 
be really moving. You can’t work in a vacuum. 
So this connection keeps me in my work and 
helps me to understand what my paintings 
are doing. 

I do, however, think viewing a painting vs. a 
print is a completely different experience, but 
I] get all. my work scanned at high resolution, 
and do the proofing and printing myself, so the 
quality is pretty amazing. g@

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Shaping Up at a New East Hampton Studio

The problem with finding 
an exercise you enjoy is 
_ that you tend to continue 
doing it. 

Or, let me rephrase: You 
tend to continue doing it, 
and thus unintentionally 
develop some muscles at 
the expense of others. 

Runners in particular are 
prone to this. And it’s well 
known that running often breeds a decrease in 
flexibility. 

Being tight is something that I’m always aware 
of, and as a result I’m constantly on the lookout 
for classes that improve strength in areas 
where running fails. Mat classes like Pilates and 
yoga work well in general, but I prefer finding a 
class that combines their strengthening aspects 
with cardio—something that allows me to leave 
class feeling like ’ve gotten an actual workout. 

Invited to try the newly opened Elements 
Fitness Studio in East Hampton, I was excited 
at the prospect of adding a new class to my 
repertoire. The sessions are crafted by and 
conducted under the instruction of fitness guru 
Andrea Fornarola Hunsberger. 

As Elements advertises: “Go from barre to 
beach looking lighter, leaner, sculpted and 
toned!” I happily learned that this translates 
into the kind of workout I was looking for— 
something that combined the slow, soothing 


— 


movements of mat classes with the high 
intensity of cardio. 

Though the East Hampton location is 
Elements’ first brick-and-mortar — studio, 
Hunsberger founded Elements in January 2010. 
Her signature 60-minute barre fitness class 
incorporates isometric exercises 
with elements of ballet, cardio, 
yoga and Pilates. 

We began with stretching and 
strengthening, using resistance 
bands to build up our arm muscles. 
Then we moved over to the barre, 
where we stretched before using 
it to do a number of squats and 
quad-strengthening exercises. To 
that point, Hunsberger instructed 
us to use a red rubber ball— 


the kind you would find on the Have a ball at Elements Fitness... 


playground—to use for various 
routines, balances and—when we placed it 
between our legs—squats. 

Throughout the entire session, Hunsberger 
encouraged and corrected, striking a balance 
between being both motivating and welcoming. 
Her high energy was matched by the 
accompanying music. 

Unlike a number of other strengthening 
classes, Elements—and barre classes in 
general—rely on body weight. No heavy free 
weights needed. There are a number of perks 
to body-weight training, including building 
endurance and toning muscles, whereas weight 
lifting is associated with becoming more buff. 


The other upside of body weight lifting is 
that you’re generally more conscious of your 
movements, and you tend to be cleaner in your 
exercising. Taking the perks. of body-weight 
lifting further, the Elements Fitness method— 
and barre classes overall—are low impact, 
making it accessible to people of all 
fitness levels. : 

Hunsberger incorporated 
stretching into her class as various 
intervals as well, ensuring that we 
were properly recovering from the 
exercises. 

We ended the class with an ab 
2 attack, doing a variety of crunches 
| and sit-ups to sculpt. — 

§ I woke up the next morning 
“émore sore than I would have 
expected, considering | run four 
or fives times a week. But they say 
that soreness is a sign of doing something 
properly, and it has made me realize that 
I need to work on shaping muscles as an 
antidote to all of the pounding that comes 


with running. 


The studio will also offer Dance Cardio—a 
high-energy 60-minute class focusing on 
cardio-based interval training—and one-on- 
one training.

Long Island: Rosé Capital of Summer? _i.

Pp icture yourself in the Hamptons on a beautiful 
summer Saturday. It’s early evening, the sun’s 
going down, and maybe you're on the beach, or 
maybe you're lounging with friends on your quiet, 
peaceful patio. You’re snacking on some locally 
grown veggies and artisanal cheeses, and you’ve got 
a nice, cold glass of local wine in your hand. Now 
think. What kind of wine are you drinking? 

If you answered “Long Island dry rosé,” then 
you’re in good company. Long Island’s vineyards 
have seen the popularity of their dry rosé wines 
skyrocket over the last several years. Our East End 
producers can’t make enough of it, and typically sell 
out of their stock. 

Roman Roth, partner and winemaker at W6lffer 
Estate Vineyard in Sagaponack, has witnessed the 
astonishing rise of rosé from the beginning. 

“In 1992, Wolffer produced the first dry rosé on 
Long Island, only 82 cases,” he recalls. “This year, 
we produced 17,000 cases of four different varieties 
of rosé. In the last six years we’ve watched demand 
for it go up 30-50% every year.” Roth attributes the 
surging popularity of rosé to a growing recognition of 
rosé as the perfect, light summer wine. 

In addition to their familiar W6lffer rosé, W6lffer 
produces “Noblesse Oblige,” which is a classic 
sparkling rosé, and the “Grandioso,” their reserve 
rosé. And, new this summer, they’ve released 
“Summer in a Bottle.” The new rosé has a floral bottle 
design evocative of bohemian Hamptons summer 


evenings. 

Over on the North Fork, Southold’s Croteaux. 
Vineyards have good reason to be happy 
about rosé’s growing popularity: at Croteaux, 
rosé is all they do. For Michael Croteaux, rosé 
was a natural for the East End. 

“Provence is the dominant rosé producer 
in the world. It’s a region of France that 
has always been an international vacation 
destination with centuries of winemaking and 
beach culture to support its reputation: And 
the East End is the only wine region in the 
US. that’s right on the ocean.” Also, because 
rosé is released so soon after harvesting, it 
benefits from being “fresh and local,” mapping 


well with the growing interest in farm-to-table Cheers t 


eating on the East End. 


WoOlffer’s Roth echoes that: idea. “The 


growing popularity of rosé definitely goes along with 


the ‘eat local-drink local’ idea.” The thought process 
might go something like this: what better to go along 
with my fresh-picked East End veggies then some 
freshly bottled East End wine. 

But why stop with the veggies? According to 
Christopher Tracy, winemaker at Channing Daughters 
Winery in Bridgehampton, another reason for rosé’s 
resurgent popularity is that rosé is an incredibly 
versatile wine when it comes to pairing with food. 

“It pairs incredibly with our local fish and seafood 
and our local produce. It’s poured in casual settings 
and at the most formal restaurants in the city.” 
Channing Daughters, who refer to their rosé as

“rosato,” released 4,500 cases of seven different 
varieties this year. They usually sell out of their 
rosato in August or September. 

While it’s nice to have such a pepular product, 
as far as Tracy is concerned, selling out of it has its 
downside. “I'd like to work out how to get it to last a 
little longer, because it’s starting: to be a year-round 
phenomenon. People don’t stop drinking rosé when 
summer’s over, and [we’d] like to be able to meet 
the demand.” 

As the East End’s wine industry enters its fifth 
decade, they are producing many world-class wines. 
But for summer in the Hamptons, it’s the rosés that 
we can’t get enough of.

CHARTER BOATS 
Tips for first-time 
charter fishermen. 


Starting a Charter: Tips for Fishing First-Timers

he shoreline is just the beginning. While the 

sand and sunshine and sounds of waves lapping 
the sand may seem like plenty of marine exposure to 
many visitors to the East End, others view sticking 
to the beaches as tantamount to driving all the way 
to a concert hall only to feel the music’s pulse from 
the street. For those without a boat of their own who 
wish to explore the awesome deep blue, the best 
approach is to sign up for a charter. Here are some 
tips on how to book a charter boat excursion. 


Pick your game, pick your crew, set your course. 

Do you and five friends aim to see who can pull 
the largest striped bass or bluefish? Set a course 
for Montauk and hire a large enough vessel to 
accommodate your party for an afternoon. Thirty- 
foot and larger boats should suit most parties of six 
or less, though it’s best to have a frame of reference 
for boat sizes before reaching a decision. Thinking 
of nabbing some fluke with one other person or by 
yourself? You'll want to set out from the Shinnecock 
Bay. Consider a party boat if you’d like to offset 
your expenses by sharing the experience with other 
patrons. Looking to head further offshore and pluck 
yourself a marlin, tuna or shark? In that case, you’re 
going to need a bigger boat. 


Research the companies available to you. 
Captain Michael Potts, owner and operator of 
the Blue Fin IV out of Montauk, frames it this way: 


“Looking for a boat isn’t like shopping for a rental 
car or a hotel room. One should ask a captain if he’s 
a full-time fisherman, how long he’s been in business 
and what his own set of rules are.” Different captains 
have different policies regarding occupancy limits, 
alcohol consumption or the number of fish they'll take 
in one day. Most captains maintain a web presence 
with their rates and contact information posted 
online. It’s important to research the company that 
best suits your needs instead of blindly accepting the 
lowest price, or you'll run the risk of allowing your 
day on the water to become a total wash. 


Book as soon as you're ready. 

Weekends are especially sought-after. Once you 
have your party size, destination and date in place, 
contact your chosen charter company and be 
prepared to put down a deposit. 


Respect the fish, respect the crew. 

There are regulations in place to maintain marine 
life populations. Ask your captain about specific 
policies regarding game size limits and what will 
happen to your catch when you return to shore. 
Toss back what you don’t plan to eat so that the 
ecosystem can sustain itself into the future. Also, 
gratuity should be considered for additional hands 
on deck during your trip. 


Safety First. 
You probably won’t be put to the test, but it’s 
always wisest to have a basic understanding of

water safety. Charter captains are trained in proper 
safety procedures and look out for one another 
in rare events of personal injury or equipment 
failure. The likelihood of this is very low, but make 
it your business to have your captain explain 
the locations of onboard life vests. Are you at all 
prone to seasickness? Bring some over-the-counter 
medication. Likewise, save the celebration until 
after your voyage is over. You don’t want to be the 
member of your party who overindulged the night 
before and suffered because of it. “You’ll never know 
what you missed,” says Potts. Get a good night’s 
sleep and show up to your appointment with a solid 
meal in your stomach. Wear sunscreen and soft- 
soled shoes and wait until after you’ve returned to 
shore to begin celebrating. The last thing you want is 
to be reeling from discomfort while another member 
of your party reels in the catch of the day. ga

Logan’s Tony Award-winning and endlessly quotable 
play, running through June 8 at Guild Hall’s John 
Drew Theater in East Hampton. 

The production, directed by Stephen Hamilton, 
is a fictionalized account of true events, recounting 
the story of abstract painter Mark Rothko’s 1958 
commission to paint a series of murals for the new 
(at the time) Four Seasons Restaurant inside the 
Seagram Building in Manhattan. And the conflict— 
the question, the irony and absurdity—comes into 
sharp focus as the famous painter (played by Victor 
Slezak) meets his young assistant Ken (Christian

Scheider) in RED’s opening scene. 
- Rothko rants to Ken about the gravity 
and significance of his paintings, and 
of painting in general. “These pictures 
deserve compassion and they live or die 
in the eye of the sensitive viewer,” he says, 
then admonishes Ken for saying he “likes” 
his paintings. “Where’s the discernment?” 
the Rothko: asks, continuing to quiz his 
new assistant about art’s greater place 
in the world, in philosophy, theology, 
literature, poetry, drama, history and 
so on... Until they agree the works are 
disquieting, thoughtful, sad and, perhaps 
above all, tragic. 
“They're for a restaurant,” Rothko 
announces with flawless comic/ironic 
timing—setting the stage for the two-year

like $2 million today). RED attempts to explain how 
the painter chose the integrity of his work over a 
massive payday. 

Throughout the play, chatter between Rothko and 
Ken touches on the panoply of art topics—mostly 
turning back to the master’s work, its purpose and 
place. Rothko first imagines his murals surrounding 
the Four Seasons’ interior as a “continuous narrative, 
filling the walls...the story unfolding...inescapable 
and inexorable, like doom.” But his delusion slowly 
unravels, with a little help from Ken. 

The paintings they create mostly hang the mind’ s 
eye, just beyond the stage’s fourth wall (though 
some clever set pieces also show the progress of two 
works). And thanks to Hamilton’s decision to put the 
audience onstage with the actors and simple set, a 
feeling of shared experience and intimacy exists that 
wouldn’t happen with more standard theater seating. 

As these men take a winding course toward their 
truth, the audience is right alongside them, feeling all

artists who become superfluous in their own 
lifetime, the pain of becoming a commodity, and 
the “overmantles’°— works doomed to become . 
decoration and hang over the fireplace. He talks of 
destroying the artists who came before him, pointing 
out that Cubism died at the hands of the Abstract 
Expressionists. “The child must banish the father. 
Respect him, but kill him,” he says. 

But later, painfully unaware of his position, Rothko 
bashes the work of the growing Pop Art movement 
and its painters’ lack of seriousness. This, finally, 
pushes Ken over the edge and he lays Rothko—and 
all his pomp, hypocrisy and egotism—bare, while 
also earning his respect for the first time. “The 
High Priest of Modern Art is painting a wall in the 
Temple of Consumption,” he says. “You rail against 
commercialism in art, but pal, you’re taking the 
money.” 

By the end of RED, both Rothko and Ken have 
learned from one another and from the commission.

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Two Books: Long Island “Girls” and a Gal

Lost Girls, An Unsolved 
American Mystery (Harper), 
about five prostitutes who 
went missing in 2010 and 
whose remains were found 
on Gilgo Beach, LI, a couple 
of years later, generated 
sensational attention when 
the first four bodies were 
discovered. Then Robert 
Kolker, a contributing editor 
at New York Magazine, turned 
the story into a fascinating cover article in 2011. As 
a 400-page book, however, the expanded content 
tends to be a bit numbing—an overly detailed 
personal and socioeconomic cultural inquiry into 
the girls’ lives, replete with a list of characters, 
a chronological dateline and slate gray maps 
throughout. It’s impressive reporting, though, based 
on extensive interviews with the girls’ dysfunctional 
but sometimes loving families, their dubious friends, 
and their abusive or indifferent enablers, and it’s a 
sympathetic look at the various reasons why these 
working class white girls became prostitutes. Kolker 
describes the “pecking order” of prostitution in New 
York (from the high-money East Side to the squalid 
West Side Highway area). He also criticizes the 
investigation. The Suffolk County Police Department 
is the 12th largest in the country, but its attempts to 
find the serial killer(s) proved inadequate. Personnel 
were slow to respond and loath to pursue reported 
leads, even though data show that 64% of prostitute 
murders are committed by johns, many of whom are 
also cocaine adicts.

It’s impressive reporting...and it’s a 
sympathetic look at the various 
reasons why these working class 
white girls became prostitutes. 


Although the bio sections on the girls go on 
too long, the book contains new information on 
“the life,” including why online hooking is so easy, 
remunerative...and dangerous. Shannon, Maureen, 
Megan, Melissa and Amber were Craigslist and 
Backpage hookers—no pimps to pay, but no 
protection, either. Kolker also does a solid job 
invoking Oak Beach and Ocean Parkway in the 
’*80s—its isolation, insularity, eccentric denizens and 
growing notoriety once the Studio-54-like Oak Beach 
Inn took off. There’s no denying, as well, the author’s 
meticulous, dogged, sensitive research, especially 
when he found himself faced with contradiction, 
which was often. And so, despite its length, Lost Girls 
manages to turn a cold case into a readable narrative, 
concluding on a sad and ironic note that shows how 
the different families came together, if briefly, by way 
of the very technology that did the victims in.

Only You (Oak Tree Books), a memoir by 72-year- 
old Eileen Obser, who was married at 18 will resonate 
with those who grew up in a middle-class suburb in 
the late 50s, went to Catholic school, hung out with 
the local candy store crowd, played at sex (though 
never going all the way) with neighborhood guys who 
were known to families and friends. Such good girls 
slipped into marriage because it was the thing to do. 
High school was over and marriage was a way to get 
out of the house and be somebody (a wife, a mother). 
Good girls, and Eileen. was more church-going than 
most, lost their virginity only on their wedding night, 
but they did get exotic honeymoons and would start 


households not far from home. College? 
No way, even if the brides wanted it. 
They had gone to secretarial schools 
and appropriate jobs would follow, until 
children. 

Though the title “Only You” comes 
from a song by The Platters and reflects 
the affect of pop music on such lives 
in the late 50s and early ’60s, as Eileen 
matures, consoling literary references 
join the songs and biblical quotations 
she invokes, but by then, it’s too late. She 
cannot have sex, and soon her physical 
pain is augmented by emotional distress. 
Belatedly, she gets herself to a doctor who treats her 
for an enlarged hymen, but her beloved “man” now 
cares more about going out drinking, than sex, at least 
with her. The unconsummated marriage unravels, 


but not before Eileen acknowledges in 
nicely segued flashbacks that she always 
had doubts about her feelings for Billy 
since she met him at 14. Where was the 
passion the songs promised? 

Obser, a graduate of the MFA program 
in Creative Writing and Literature at 
Stony Brook and a published writer and 
workshop leader writes well, in dialogue- 
inflected prose that’s simple, direct and 
movingly honest, never  self-pitying. 
Although some sections on the relatives 
and friends go on too long, and the family 
photos are blurred, “chances are” you'll 
find much to admire in this evocation of a time when 
“Love and Marriage” were said to go together like a 
horse and carriage. But remember who popularized 
that one! ga

This stainless steel model 
fits quarter-barrel, half-barrel, one-sixth barrel and 
home brew kegs, hosts its CO2 tank right inside 
its refrigeration unit (though a line can be drawn 
through the back for a larger tank). It’ll run you about 
$1,200, but is less likely to fail than its competition, 
and frequent up-all-nighters will agree that it earns 
its keep though the time it saves-one from waiting for 
service at a crowded bar alone.

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Salmon and Sorrel, Salmon and Leeks...

SALMON WITH SORREL SAUCE 

Sorrel cooks down to a delectable sauce and lends its 
rich acidity to enhance this classic French salmon dish. 

Serves 6 


For the sauce 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter 

8 ounces sorrel 

1/2 cup white wine 

1/2 cup fish stock* 

2 tablespoons chopped shallots 

1/2 cup heavy cream 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
Whole chives for garnish 


For the Salmon 

21/2 to 3 pounds center cut salmon fillet 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 

2 tablespoons finely chopped shallots or scallion 


1. Remove stems of sorrel leaves and discard. 
Wash leaves in several changes of lukewarm water; 
spin dry. Stack and slice leaves into chiffonade. Melt 
2 tablespoons butter in a skillet and add the sorrel. 


Cook the leaves, stirring until wilted to a purée, 
about 2 minutes and add shallots. Sauté shallots 
with purée for 1 to 2 minutes then pour in wine and 
stock. Simmer mixture briskly until reduced by half, 
about 4 to 5 minutes. Add cream to sorrel purée and 
stir to mix. Simmer for another minute or two. Sauce 
can be prepared up to a day ahead to this point 
and refrigerated in a suitable container. Sauce will 
coagulate in fridge. Microwave to soften. 

2. Have fishmonger cut salmon into boneless 
steaks of about 6 ounces each. Butter a non-reactive 
baking dish (Pyrex) and sprinkle with the shallots. 
Arrange the steaks over shallots about 1/2” apart. 
Cover with a tent of lightly buttered parchment or 
waxed paper. Can be done several hours ahead to 
this point. Refrigerate covered. 

Preheat oven to 375°F. 

3. Place covered salmon steaks in preheated oven 
and bake about 8 minutes until barely opaque and 
springy to the touch. Do not overcook. Meanwhile 
reheat the sauce and keep warm over low heat. Taste 
to adjust seasoning if necessary. Warm six dinner 
plates. Puddle the warm sauce in the center of each 
plate. Place a salmon filet over the sauce and garnish 
with a crisscross of whole chives. 


* Reserve salmon trimmings for fish stock. Place 
trimmings in a small saucepan and cover with 2 cups 
cold water. Add a rib of celery and a small onion 
with a few black peppercorns and bring to the edge 
of a boil. Simmer briskly for 20 to 25 minutes until 
reduced to about 1 cup—strain into a clean saucepan 
and reserve.

BROILED SALMON STEAKS WITH SAUTEED LEEK 

When broiling fish, use an ovenproof baking pan and 
broil on one side only. 

Serves 6 


2 to 3 leeks, trimmed and rinsed clean 

2 tablespoons vegetable or canola oil 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter 

6 salmon steaks, 1” to 1 1/4” thick 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

6 sprigs fresh thyme 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

1/2 to 2/3 cups dry white wine or 1/3 cup dry 
vermouth 


1, Leeks can harbor sand between the layers; be 
sure to trim and clean them very well. Hold the core 
end and cut the dark green layers at an angle to 
expose the lighter layers of leek underneath. Hold 
leek at core end, insert knife just above base and 
make lengthwise slits in, but not through, the leeks. 
Rinse leeks under cold running water then soak them 
in fresh water to cover about 15 minutes. Drain leeks; 
dry well with paper towels and cut into 1/2” slices. 

2. Heat vegetable oil and butter in a large non-stick 
skillet. When butter melts and foam.subsides, put in 
the leek and sauté for about 10 to 12 minutes over 
very low heat, toss occasionally until lightly golden 
and tender. Keep warm or reheat before serving. 

3. When ready to serve. place steaks in an ovenproof 
baking dish, and season with a drizzle of oil, thyme 
sprigs, and salt and pepper; pat the seasonings down 
gently. Can be done up to 30 minutes ahead. 

4. Preheat broiler to highest setting. Pour wine 
around the salmon and broil about 4” from the 
source of heat for about 8 minutes until tender and 
springy to the touch. Serve on bed of warm leek. gi

There’s even Martha Clara 

chardonnay on tap—so I gave 

a glass of it a try. It was mellow 

but a tad acerbic, with almost 

a grapefruit flavor. After a 

bit, it opened up to a grapey 

mouth. There’s local beer too, 

from Montauk Brewing, but I 
endeavored to focus on the food. There is a bunch 
of vegan, Wellness Foundation Challenge Approved 
items on the menu. 

Husband started with the Scofflaw—it’s bourbon, 
dry vermouth, bourbon-soaked cherries and 
homemade grenadine. He declared it “like a sweet 
Manhattan.” 

Ooh, warm, whole-grain buns arrived at our table. 
The accompanying EVOO bore a label that read, 
“Bottled onsite for the environment and the good 
taste.” Right on. 

We ordered quite a few Wellness approved dishes 
including the Asparagus & Spinach Bisque, which 
was really great. Make sure you try it before our 
too, too brief asparagus season ends—the shitake 
mushrooms in it made me say “Ooh, mommy!” 

The Raw Fresh Summer Roll must be healthy—it’s 
all raw, julienned hearts of Romaine, beets, carrots, 
avocado, peppers, scallions, sprouts and daikon 
radish wrapped in a collard green and “flavored 
up” with some mild tomato chipotle vegan aioli—a 
veggie lovers delight.

Husband was tempted by 
the All Natural Boneless Beef 
Short Ribs braised with five 
spice powder and merlot, 
and our server professed her 
love of the Wasabi Dusted 
Local Skate sautéed with ginger 
and kaffir lime beurre blanc, 
but...1 ordered the chicken 
and Husband the duck. Birds 
zoOf a feather...we also ordered 
5 some Organic Jewel Yams, 
«steamed and puréed with 

fresh ginger. Husband ordered 
the Organic Forest Mushrooms 
sautéed with organic baby spinach. 

My leg of Pan Roasted Raleigh Farms Organic 
Chicken with fresh rosemary and pan gravy was 
perfectly cooked and juicy. Chef Jacobs travels 
to King’s Park every week to choose his ducks. 
Husband’s oven-roasted organic Long Island duck 
leg was nicely crisp. Over a bite of it and a sip 
of Cabernet Sauvignon, Husband said, “I chose 
my accompaniment wisely.” Indeed he did, the 
mushrooms and the gingery yams went very nicely 
with our poultry. ‘ 

We were too full for a proper dessert, though the 
berries and vegan coconut whipped cream beckoned. 

The booze is local too—Pine Barrens Single Malt 
Whisky and Rough Rider Bourbon Whisky Batch 
1. Husband sampled a Rough Riders and found 
it flavorful with real bite. We sat and gazed over 
the kitchen garden beds all around Fresh as we 
contemplated our hearty, healthy meal. ga
